from Premier Brownlee that appar- 
ently the labor plea for the re 
tention of the provincial force was a 
case of choosing the lesser ef the 
two evils, 


But the Liberal leader thought 


that these minor considerations 
should not determine this matter. 
The sole question, Mr Speaker, 


should be which is the most ef- 
fective method of administering the 
law, and which will save the most 
money. No minor considerations 
should stand in the way. 

“Do you mean M-I-N-E-R con- 
siderations?” queried Mr, White, 
but the Liberal Leader meant 
M-I-N-O-R Mr. Speaker, and it 
didn't mean children under age 
elther, Sir. 

And the discussion died down 
with the government informing 
members that they had under con- 
sideration the merging of the 
liquor enforcement branch with the 
A.P.P. force, and that while no 
elaborate scheme of reconstruction 
was contemplated iu the A.P.P. 
some changes were being consider- 
ed which it was thought would 
tend to efficiency and economy. 


And as the hands of the clock 
reached five, Mr. Speaker, the last 
lone estimate was passed, and the 
llouse granted supply to His 
Majesty, voting $21,134,444.49 with- 
out hesitation, following which the 
Provincial Treasurer brought down 
his legislation which will provide 
the funds to keep the administrative 
mills grinding. 


That little formality out of the 
way, Mr. Speaker, the peerless lead 
er of the Conservative party swung 
into action with his motion for # 
uniform system of voting through- 
out the province, only to be inform- 
ed by the Premier that the gov- 
ernment could take no such legisla- 
tion without a mandate from the 
House, Sir, and that it would be un- 
thinkable for this government to act 
otherwise, Mr. Speaker. 

And the peerless leader was in- 
irigued, Sir, Did the Premier say 
that it was an unthinkable thing 
that the government should bring 
down a bill by its own sweet will 
instead of getting 2 mandate from 
the House? Why, Mr. Speaker, the 
leader had been bombarded with 
bills this sessioui, and some 77 of 
them came from the government, 
and looking them over, Sir, the 
leader could not recollect that the 
government had been given a man- 
date from the House for any one of 
them, so the Premier's answer, Mr. 
Speaker, with the utmost deference, 
Sir, appeared to be nothing less 
than the most skilfull political side- 
stepping, and the leader was at a 
loss to know why this government 
had become so humble that it re- 
fuses this particular bill without 
a mandate, Mr, Speaker. 

The Premier had also stated that 
it was objectionable because it was 
not associated with redistribution 
One year ago, Sir, an exactly simi- 
lar resolution was objectionable be- 
cause it WAS associated with re- 
distribution. So the leader, Mr, 
Speaker, would again make his ap- 
peal for one system of voting 
throughout the province, making 
multiple member constituencies in 
the country if you would, Sir, be- 
cause for the life of him the lead- 
er could not see why this govern- 
ment should be so insistent on the 
rights of minorities in the cities 
to have representation, and so com- 
pletely tie up the minorities in the 
country that they could not get re- 
presentation. 

With all sincerity, Mr. Speaker, 
and the leader trusted alse without 
offence, he offered this explanation, 
that the present system, Sir, is in- 
tended to provide representation 
for minorities which will more or 
less feebly echo the will of this 
government, Sir, while stifling the 
political expression of other minor- 
ities in the rural centres of the 
province, And on this note the vote 
was taken, Mr. Speakers and the 
Liberal and Conservative opposi- 
tion were steamrol'ered by 43 votes 
to 10.
